Those friends who share their pleas­ 
u res, will any one of them give them 
the unselfish love and devotion they re­ 
ceive at home? 
Will any one of their 
friends be Interested enough in them 
t«> point out their errors and blunders 
to them, that they may be saved from 
sorrow and suffering, possibly from 
disgrace?

Spoilage of Food Due 
to Lack of Proper Care 


Un wise Bu sin ess Men . 
There be those who are ready to 
rush into great ventures on suspicion, 
as it were, not having made a careful 
and exhaustive survey of the situation. 
On the grocer’s shelf certain foods nor havlng COUnted the cost, 
spoil because the package is not air­ 
tight. 
The air and moisture penetrate 
the pneknge and attack the contents, 
the food rapidly deteriorates. 
Fruits 
develop molds; cereals and fiour ac­ 
quire weevils; 
coffee and 
tea 
lose > 
strength; sugar and salt become lumpy. 
The greatest loss from spoilage in 
the store comes from perishable and 
bulk foods. 
The package foods, if 
properly sealed, only need to be stored 
in a moderate temperature to Insure 
“keeping,” but the bulk food is ex­ 
posed to the air, damp, dust, human 
hands, and often such pests as mice 
and cockroaches, as well. 
In the home spoilage is due in a 
large measure to lack of proper care 
of the food products which are deliv­ 
ered in good condition. 
Quality canned foods stored In a 
cool room will, of course, keep in­ 
definitely. 
Always empty contents of 
the can as soon as you open it. Empty 
into glass or china dish or granite 
sauce pan as soon as you open it. The 
action of the air on food Improves the 
flavor. 
Butter, milk and salad vegetables 
should be put into the refrigerator im­ 
mediately; exposure to heat and mois 
ture causes rapid deterioration of such 
products.

Full military honors 
were accorded the old United States 
scout and f rmer Indian fighter by the 
American T 
;<»n as his body was low­ 


e r e d to its lust resting place. 
S a itiel Mark Terry, nephew of Gen­ 
eral Terr; of Civ il war and Indian 
war fame, was horn in New York Sep­ 
tember 1, 1830. 
Sam joined the Unit­ 
ed Staiv s army in 1858 and a gunshot 
mnd receiv ed in the Civ il wiir caused 
' * 1 wear a silv er plate in his throat 
for iue rest of his life. 
Handicapped by the wound and un­ 
daunted by loss of his toes by freez­ 
ing while he was engaged In arnn 
messenger and scout work for Uncle 
Sam around the army posts in the 
rand of the Sioux Indians, Sam Terry 
continued in the gov ernment serv ice 
until romance conq uered him. 
11 is detachment was about to attack 
an Indian v illage in 1807, with orders 
to kill ev ery man. 
During the fighting 
figures were seen hiding In the tall

<me of the soldiers was about 
to shoot when Sam ordered him to 
wait. 
Search of the grass rev ealed 
two Indian girls. 
After the attack, 
one of these persisted in pursuing Ter­ 
ry until he became a sq uaw man and 
a 
real lov er of the Indians. 
Old-timers declare Sam Terry was a 
noble character. 
He serv ed his coun­ 
try for 23 years, and after his adop­ 
tion by the Indians he helped bring 
about

mutual

tween them and Washington.

Tt has long been a mutter of tradi­ 
tion that the name “Alabama” had the 
romantic meaning of “Here We Rest.”

Meek, who handled the history of the 
state in a v olume which was v ery gen­ 
erally accepted.

“thicket 
Hearers.” 
That was originally the 
name of a tribe of Indians which in­ 
habited that part of the country and 
the name was always giv en to the 
riv er and afterwards to the state.

his opinion the word is compounded 
from “Alba,” meaning a thicket or 
mass of v egetation, and “amo,” to 
clear or gather up. Another student of 
tribal dialects concurs in this belief, 
with the slightly different definition of 
“v egetation gatherers.”

everything In their power to improve

| asked the help of the state and na­ 
tional health authorities. 
They spent

! sure the public. 
With the reassur­ 
ance, millions of cans of ripe olives 
have been purchased and eaten. Three 
j cases 
of poisoning 
In a year is, of 
I course, a very small 
number. 
But 
I what 
the 
individual 
purchaser 
and 
; housewife wants to know Is: 
“How 
j can I know that I am not going to 
get one of these three deadly cans?"’ 
To answer this question, the bureau 
of 
chemistry 
of the Department of 
Agriculture has made a second survey, 
which has Just been reported In the 
December issue of the American Jour­ 
nal of Public Health. 
Nearly 3,OX) 
sample cans of olives put up by 20 
packers from 30 states were examined. 
Spoiled or suspicious cans were not 
confined to any particular packer or 
to any special locality. 
Spoiled sam­ 
ples included those 
whose 
contents 
were off color or had a suspicious 
smell, where the olives were soft or 
the liquid colored. 
In some cases, the 
cans were rusty or corroded inside, 
bulged or contained gas. 
Some 
of 
these cans had remained on the deal­ 
ers’ shelves f*>r several years. 
Summing up their findings the gov 
ernment experts say that canned Hpe 
olives that are free from odor, soften­ 
ing or discoloration, and where the 
cans are not bulged out, are not dan 
gerous. 
Don’t buy any canned 
ripe 
olives 
unless the year of packing is marked 
on the can. 
If the olives are soft, dis­ 
colored 
or 
have a suspicious odor,

out.
